In recent column, Joseph Alsop says that the pro- 
jected federal deficit may exceed the record of $12.4 
billion reached in 1959. He adds: “And no amount of 
stage managing will prevent a deficit of these dimen- 
sions from being hotly, perhaps fatally inflationary.”

During the Se- 
cond World War the city 
where he was born and liv- 
ed was completely pounded 
to pieces in the three years 
of constant heavy German 
and Italian blitzkriegs. This 
notwithstanding, he contin- 
ued his schooling sometimes 
in damp underground shel- 
ters, on other occasions in 
open-air classrooms in the 
battle-scarred island fortress 
that stood firm and un- 
daunted against the most 
concentrated bombing in 
the history of the world. 

Ordained priest in the 
Cathedral of the Knights of 
Malta in March 1950, he 
was appointed assistant pas- 
tor at St. Gregory's Church 
in Sliem, which was spared 
demolition by the great Luft 
waffe offensive when the 
Allies invaded Italy, The 
Nazi were then launching 
heavy bombardments оп 
each church in turn to. de- 
moralize the staunch island- 
ers who were already visit- 
ed by slow starvation. 

After nearly five years at 


St. Gregory's he was àp- 
pointed chaplain to emi- 
grants from Europe to Aus- 
trailia. The year 1955 also 
saw him in South Vietnam 
before its monarc) аз a- 
blished and the defeated 
French Military was being 
evacuated. In September of 
the same year, he was in- 
vited by Bishop Joseph P. 
Hurley to come to Florida, 
üfd-was assigned assistant 
pastor at St, Patrick's 
church in Miami Beach. His 
next appointment came af- 
ter 5 years. He was sent to 
Sebring and a few months 
after requested to come to 
Belle Glade to start a new 
parish here. 

The situation looked grim 
in September 1960 when he 
was challenged with his new 
assignment, having to com- 
mute back and forth to In- 
diantown and Pahokee, his 
two missions, and faced 
with the necessity to build 
up the newly established 
parish physically whilst 
Continuing to take care of 
the spiritual needs of his 
parishioners.

lando, Florida, will conduct 
a full field survey during 
the latter part of this week 
and next week, At this time 
percentages of loss are not 
known, but some guesses 
can be made. 

Some sugar cane fields 
have been cut that would 
be most susceptible to fróst 
damage. Any cane left 
standing that suffered freeze 
damage must be cut before 
souring. The cane stalk 
grows a terminal bud, as 
do most plants. If the stalk’s 
terminal bud is damaged by 
frost the cane stops grow- 
ing and the terminal bud 
decays. In a short time the 
whole stalk starts to fer- 
ment making the extraction 
of sugar impractical.

There have been from 80 
to 90 days of sugarcane har- 
vest and approximately 3/5 
of the cane has been har- 
vested. In general, the pre- 
sent damage to vegetable 
crops not yet harvested may 
result in little or по loss 
dollarwise due to the in- 
creased prices the produce 
will bring on the market. 
Continuing cool weather will 
further cut losses to both 
vegetable and cane grow- 
ers. 

The loss in corn is pro- 
bably above 80 per cent. 
The same holds true for 
beans and other tender 
crops. The cold was spotty, 
and some fields will' sur- 
vive, and again, some fields 
that do not appear damag- 
ed at this time may show 
considerable damage later. 

Probably no celery will 
be lost, although there will 
be reductions in yield and 
quality. It will cost more 
for the grower to harvest 
the celery since some of the 
outer stalks will have to be 
stripped away: Leafy vege- 
labels such as endive, es- 
carole, and romaine will 
have various degrees of leaf 
burn with less yield, and a- 
gain cost of harvesting and 
processing will be higher. 
Cabbage suffered only min- 
or damage, and potatoes 
were already harvested. 

Tender leaf vegetables 
such as Boston lettuce, Bibb 
and Iceberg lettuce will be 
badly damaged. Only some 
scattered fields will survive, 
Radishes — most growers 
were able to protect older 
fields by flooding, but) ra- 
dish fields too young to 
flood could not be saved. 
The Glades will be able to 
supply radishes for a short 
time, then they will be in 
very light supply until new 
crops. 

Citrus in Palm Beach 
County was apparently not 
damaged to any substantial 
degree.
